Such has 
been the case front the beginning of law 
and practices in this country, where it lias 
not been changed by statute, and I am not 
aware of any such change. Were there not 
a good m any men called “ Copperheads ” 
boycotted by their loyal neighbors during 
the war, precisely as' were the m erchants 
in Boston who sold tea after its destruction

The system of pneum atic m ining is to 
be tried at North 
Bloomfield, Nevada 
county, m achinery for the works having 
gone to the ground. 
Concerning the suc­ 
cess of the system, the Oroville Mercury of 
July 31st says : “ We had a talk with Oapt. 
Leonard, of the pnuem alic tube, and are 
assured that the most gilded anticipations 
of the company are realities. The tube or 
shaft was sunk to a depth of forty-six feet, 
when the bedrock was readied, sloping 
from the south. Twelve feet above, bed­ 
rock gravel was found which pays 25 cents 
to the pan, and as there is no end to the. 
gravel this is a perfect bonanza. A tunnel 
has been run twelve feet, and in a few days 
m ining will 
commence. Capt. Leonard 
thinks it is the richest m ine in the Stati. 
It has been demonstrated beyond cavil that 
the m achinery is a wonderful success, and 
that it will do all and more than its invent­ 
or claims for it. 
For instance, to show 
the [lower of the compressed air it is only 
necessary to m ention that when the air is 
turned off' from the shaft, 48 feet deep and 
5} feet in diameter, water rushes up and 
the shaft is full in four m inutes. Tiie 
power is capable of driving the water from 
the shaft in five m inutes. The company is 
so well pleased that it has determined to 
place a like aparatus in the river about a 
m ile above the bridge. Arrangements for 
the new works have been completed, and 
wiil be commenced in a few days.” 
Captain Leonard, the inventor of this 
modus opcrdodi of extracting precious 
metals from the bowels of the earth, is de­ 
lighted with its success, and will no doubt 
be kept busy supervising their construction 
in various localities. 
It is probable that 
several of them will be in operation here 
during the next year. There can be no pos­ 
sible opposition to them , as they take noth­ 
ing but gold from their tunne’s'.

THE IMPORTANCE OF THE FORESTRY 
QUESTION. 


T he chief causes of forest destruction 
arc tires and browsing stock. 
Nearly all 
the former result from carelessness, though 
some few are purposeful. 
The injury by 
stock is due to the tram pling down of the 
ground until it packs about the trees, pre­ 
vents percolation of the w ater through the 
soil and kills off the nutritious herbage. 
Sheep destroy the young forest growth by 
eating the tender bark and foliage, and 
stock herders are known to set tires for the 
purpose of burning off dried herbage, and 
these fires communicate to the forests 
themselves. 
Added to these causes is the 
trespassing upon wooded lands—the out­ 
right thieving of tim ber. Under this com­ 
bination of assaults it is altogether prob­ 
able that if unchecked, tite work of destruc­ 
tion of our wooded slopes will have so far 
advanced in five years more, as to seri­ 
ously affect clim atic conditions, augment 
the danger of floods, and reduce the capac­ 
ity of our streams. 
The irrigation cause 
ought to have close sym pathy with th at of 
forestry. 
In fact, Irrigation, Forestry and 
Reclam ation should move hand in hand. 
T his journal lias for ten years or more 
urged consideration ot the forestry ques­ 
tion upon the people. 
It has never failed 
in keeping it before the public. 
The hope 
th at lias been entertained of gaining for it 
some measure of attention has not wavered : 
though until very recently it has not had 
much gratification. 
Now, it appears, there is growing up a 
lively forestry sentiment, and we are in­ 
clined to believe th at some active steps 
will be speedily taken to prevent the de­ 
nudation of our hills. 
W hen the people are fully and vividly 
impressed with th e tru th th at the even 
iiow of the 
rivers, the 
avoidance of 
floods, the feeding of the springs, tiie m iti­ 
gation of great heat, the hum idity of the 
atmosphere in w inter and summer alike, 
and the annual precipitation of m oisture 
all depend in great degree upon the pres­ 
ervation of the integrity of the forest robes 
of our hills and mountains, remedies will 
be applied to correct present ills and pre­ 
vent greater threatened evils. 
We look to u'tion by the American 
Forestry Congress at Denver to greatly 
engage public interest in the grave ques­ 
tion. 
T he telegraphed comments of the 
New \o r k Sun on this topic prove that 
there is a sentim ent at the East th at is 
surprised at our inactivity here. 
New 
York lias had some hitter experience in 
the Adirondack forest region of the dan­ 
gers of forest destruction, and has seen its 
noble Hudson suffer by the stripping of 
tim ber upon it> head waters. 
A t a late 
hour the State passed stringent laws to 
stop the work of the destroying agencies 
and to set apart forever great tim ber re­ 
servations. 
These steps are being followed 
by others to encourage the growing of tim ­ 
ber and the liberal planting of trees 
throughout the State. 
New York, indeed, 
is more ‘‘alive” to the vast importance of 
the “ forestry” question than any other 
section of the I nion. 
There is some error 
hut much of tru th in the rem arks of the 


Sun upon California rivers, when it say s: 
Their very existence is seriously threatened. 
Two classes o f Californians are hotly disputing 
I he right to water, while the th ird 'is silently 
and slowly destroying the capacity of the rivers 
to fam ish any water at all riming the months 
when the use ot water is really essential. The 
topography of no other part o f the world is so 
adapted to develop damn mus floods and sub­ 
sequent periods o f water bon me as that o f C ali­ 
fornia. Californians, in the m eantime, go on 
in their vain and short-siehted efforts to divert 
into one or another industrial channel the 
water that (lows from their mountain reseivoirs 
without any heed to the reservoirs them selves. 
Culifonea, without a permanent summer sup­ 
ply of water. a supply on replenished by sum ­ 
mer rains, will perish'with its forests. This (act 
is as imm utable as the laws o f nature. 
There is enough o f sound sense in this 
to awaken us to the im portance of action 
at onee. 
\\ e have been too long deluded 
by the statem ent of optimists th at there is 
no danger, because all throughout the 
mountain regions a dense undergrowth 
of pine is springing up, which promises 
greater protection to the soil, longer reten­ 
tion of water in it and more hum idity for 
the atmosphere than was due to the orig­ 
in al forests. 


A ll these statem ents are capable of 
refu tatio n , b u t we cannot at th is time en ter 
upon it. 
it mtfiF suffice t¿F"tí^Uútl the 
new growth is suffering quite as much as 
the old, and that not in a quarter of a cen­ 
tury will it, if unharmed, afford us the 
protection and benefit that we have from 
the original. There is nothing to insure 
us against the same assault upon the new 
pine that has been prosecuted against the 
old growth. 
Indeed, with the increase of 
population and expanded occupancy of 
lamls, we may anticipate but brief life for 
oncoming trce-growth. The thing to do, 
therefore, is to preserve both old and new 
trees from depredations of hunters, stock 
men and timber thieves. 
If there is any doubt in the minds of 
any of our readers concerning the gravity 
of the question and the importance of 
early action and drastic measures, we in ­ 
vite 
them 
to 
examine Commissioner

JEFFERSO N AND THE “ SPOILS ” SYS­ 
TEM. 


The San Francisco Kxnmmer says: “The 
question Is asked by an interior contempo­ 
rary. Did Thomas Jefferson ever hold the 
doctrine th at ' enough men should be 
turned out to give our fellows at least an 
equal chance?’ 
Yes; lie did. 
The great 
Democratic chieftain held th at very iden­ 
tical doctrine, and stated it w ith his usual 
terseness and force.” 
L et us see about 
that. 
Dogmatic assertion will not stand 
before the authentic facts of history. 
Un­ 
der .I eiferson there were fewer m inor offices 
to fill than now relate to the Custom-house 
of either of the two greatest commercial 
ports of the Union, and as Mr. Curtis has 
shown by quoting from Mr. Randall, the 
biographer of Jefforson, they were “ under­ 
stood to be held upon the constitutional 
tenure of good conduct.” 
In 1835 John C. 
Calhoun was active in declaring th at the 
practice of arbitrary removals was of re­ 
cent date— since 1820, when the “ four 
years’ law” was passed. 
Jefferson was op­ 
posed to the four years’ system, and proph­ 
esied its ill results. 
H e came to the office 
not upon the doctrine of distribution of 
spoils, hut upon the doctrine of economic 
adm inistration and the necessity of a strong 
Government. 
AYhat Mr. Jefferson did say 
concerning removals was : “ .Some remov­ 
als, I know, must he made. 
They must be 
as few as possible, done gradually, and liot- 
tomed on some malversation or inherent 
disqualification. 
Good 
men, to whom 
there is no objection but a difference of 
political opinion, practiced on only so far 
as the right of a private citizen will jus­ 
tify, are not proper subjects of removal.” 
W ill the Examiner put its finger upon a 
line in any of the several w ritten lives of 
Jefferson, or 
in 
any 
of 
his 
own 
writings, where any different expression 
on th e subject was made by t hat states­ 
m an? 
I t having asserted th at Jefferson 
held that “ enough men ought to be turned 
out to give our 
fellows 
at least 
an 
equal 
chance,” 
it 
is 
hound 
to 
pro­ 
duce the proof. 
T he Examiner ought to 
known that the spoils system was intro­ 
duced by Jackson in 182!>. when, in bis 
inaugural address, lie interpreted “ re­ 
form” to mean that be was "to remove the 
officeholders of form er Adm inistrations, 
and supply their places w ith his own par­ 
tisans. 
In the first year of his term he re­ 
moved over 
700 officials 
on 
political 
ground-, exclusive of subordinate clerical 
places lie made vacant. 
R ut in the forty 
years preceding Jackson there had been 
but sixlv-fonr removals. 
Jackson’s re­ 
movals were on the ground of political 
faith, and not for unfitness, and thus flew 
directly in the face of Jefferson’s doctrine. 
Sterne, in his “ Constitutional H istory,” 
finds no record of any expression or action 
by any Adm inistration prior to Jackson, 
favoring removal for political reasons. 
It 
was only w ith and after Jackson th at n¡>- 
pointm ents went by favor, not by m erit. 
Thomas Jefferson was not a Democrat, as 
Democrats now are. 
No one of his biog­ 
raphers cb:-.-him with Democratic tim ber 
of the modern order. 
H is best biographer 
wrote him down “a Republican and a phil­ 
anthropist.'’ 
In his inaugural address, 
delivered M arch 4, ISO], Jefferson used 
this language : •• Every difference of opin­ 
ion is not a difference of principle. 
Wc 
have called by different names brethren of 
the same principle. 
W e are all R epubli­ 
cans ; we are all Federalists.” 
By Repub­ 
licans, Jefferson 
m eant 
liis 
political 
friends and his party, and b y Federalists, 
the party of Adams and H am ilton. 
It is 
a known fact of history th at Jefferson 
repeatedly expressed his disapproval oí the 
term Democracy when applied to him Li­ 
the Federalists, 
says 
Norcross in 
his 
trenchant review of the Democratic party. 
The party now known as Democratic was 
unknown to Thomas Jcfferscn, and there 
is in no jiortion of its practice, or line of 
it- theory, anything in sym pathy w ith the 
faith to which Jefforson adhered, and 
least of all in the m atter of th e civil 
service.

O f all the bungling defenses ever made 
for miserable m urderers th at set up by 
Zeisler on behalf of some of the Chicago 
Anarchists at th eir trial was the most con­ 
spicuous.

Mr. Zeisler p le a d e d as an excuse for the more 
•‘energetic utterances” of Spies, Parsons ami 
Ficldeu that their hearers were often o f that 
class o f laboring men w ho were ignorant be­ 
cause the amount of tim e requited to earn bread 
for them selves anil their fam ilies left them none 
in which to gain K now ledge. 
la order to have 
the desired effect upon such an audience ordi­ 
nary language would not suffice: it was neces­ 
sary to use em phatic figures of speech.

TIIK W ATER QUESTION. 
Crofs resumed his remarks on Senate Bill No. 
1»'*. 
lie had never yet heard of any complaints 
o f extortion on the part o í appropriafors own­ 
ing irrigation works. There was little danger 
o f any over-charges for water, or extortionate 
exactions; for the people have iu their power 
ihe matter o f regulating the rates to be charged. 
The bill under consideration itself embodies 
the very protective provisions desired. The 
sm all land owner cannot a fiord to buy out the 
rights 
o f 
the riparianists 
below 
him on 
the 
river. Men o f 
means must come in 
and secure large possessions of land in order 
to warrant the purchase o f riparian rights. 
State ownership and control might be the b est; 
but if we eau get the control, without the own­ 
ership. great good would be accomplished. The 
doctrine of the day is that individual prosperity 
must depend upon individual effort. < originally 
the bill seemed to leave no protection to the ri­ 
parian : but of late a better spirit han prevailed, 
aud it lias been amended in such manner as to 
protect vested rights. It now leaves to the ri- 
parianists all the rights they have enjoyed, it 
given to them aU they have acquired in the past 
—all the privileges they have enjoyed hereto­ 
fore : water for dom estic purposes, the watering 
of live stock, aud for irrigation where practica­ 
ble. As amended, the bill gives the ripariauist 
even greater privileges than the Courts have 
accorded him. Its passage would at once end 
all pending lawsuits affecting water rights. 
lie 
knew of no reason why the ripariauist should 
desire more than this bill, iu its present form, 
would give him . It has been said that the pas- ¡ 
sage of this bill would result in the destruction ¡ 
of inland navigation. This, to him , was no se­ 
rious objection. The time has come when in­ 
land navigation is no longer important nor de­ 
sirable. The railroads of the country, runniug 
parallel with the greatest waterways of the 
world, ure already doing the bulk of the trans­ 
portation, and doing it cheaper than can he 
done by water. 1 he rivers aud lakes arc no 
longer the transportation thoroughfares of tlie 
nation—the railroads have superseded them. 
A 
wise 
system

hance 
the* 
values 
of 
land, 
as 
hail 
been clone 
elsewhere; the 
population 
oí 
the State w ill be increased to m illions, and 
its cities become great aud important centers of 
art and commerce. With all the provisions now 
in this bill justice would be done to the riparian- 
ists, and at the same tim e the vast interests of 
the State subserved. The Senator concluded his 
remarks by drawing a picture of the near future 
—should the bill under consideration be passed 
—in which the riparian owners o f to-dav were 
erniched beyond measure by the enhanced value 
o f thtir lands, through irrigation. 
Bays combatted some of the arguments of 
Cross, aud contended that large aggiegationsof 
land by the rich has ever been productive of 
misery among the poor. This fact can be illus­ 
trated’ graphically by reciting the condition of 
affairs in Ireland, Switzerland, Italy and else­ 
where. 
Chandler said he came here to do what he 
thought was right to all interests involved. He 
was in favor o f State control o f the waters. He 
liked the argument o f Senator Cross, and wanted 
to vote with him, but it was impossible for him 
to tell how the Senator from Nevada w ill vote 
finally. 
Before the provisions o f Section 1422 of 
the Civil Code should be abrogated, before, lie 
could vote to repeal it, he wanted to see some 
law placed on the statute books to give the State 
control o f the waters*. 
Steele expressed sim ilar views, lie was afraid 
o f the great m onopolio that are growing up, 
and he could not vote to place the interests of 
the people in the power of selfish aggregations 
o f capital. The waters should be in the hands 
o f the .State 
distribute among the people, aud 
thus saved from the monopolists on cither side.

On reassembling, Cox st oke against Símate 
B ill No. 16. He explained the nature aud effects 
of the irrigation 
construction works taking 
water from Kern river, and denied that these 
works could lit* made profitable or beneficial to 
the ripnrianists on the river below the point of 
appropriation. 
The passage of the proposed 
bills would shut them out. absolutely, from the 
use of one drop of water, 
it is not a fact that 
the people Of Los Angeles. Ki rn, Tulare and 
Fresno are not a unit in support oí these bills. 
Fcores of them have implored him to stand up 
and oppose to the end all attempts at a monopoly 
o f the waters running in the streams. He had 
acquired his property rights honestly and fairly, 
and Mould be less than a man not to defend 
them. He demanded the right to hold and en­ 
joy tho*o rights which the Alm ighty had given 
him . The owners of the irrigation canals and 
ditches hud even constructed levees to prevent 
the speaker and his neighbors from benefiting 
in the smallest degree from the effects of con­ 
tiguous irrigation. A proposition was made by 
the ripariuuists to the appropriates to accept 
one-fourth of the water flowing in the river, and 
to give the latter the other three-fourths for 
their own use aud profit, but the offer was re­ 
jected. 
Referring to the statcmenfiby Senator 
cross, that 
irrigation 
would 
eurieli 
him 
ithe speaker.» by cnhaucing the values of his 
land, he denied that such would be the ease, 
liis head is already w hitening with age, and be­ 
fore the m illennium promised by the Senator 
from Novada shall corue around, he (the speak­ 
er» would be sleeping in his grave. 
But this 
is not all. 
He was contending for right and 
justice. 
He preferred to enjoy liis own rights 
and property acquirements in Ills own way. 
It 
is a bad tim e, aud in bad taste, for ownt rs of 
property to be quarrelling in this way about 
their acquired or desired rights. 
He wanted to 
have the matter settled equitably and definitely, 
but it was lor the water claimants to now make 
concessions and propose equitable terms of set­ 
tlement. 
Boone criticised the system of legislation pro­ 
posed in the interest of a few men. Two years 
ago the speaker was a ripariauist. since then 
he had come to the conclusion that sonic sys­ 
tem of irrigation is necessary. 
But shall a mo­ 
nopoly of the water be given to a few individ­ 
uals who. with their money, come into the halls 
o f the Capitol to influence legislation? He had 
investigated the systems of irrigation in vogue 
in the older countries, aud found that Govern­ 
m ental control had been a success, whereas 
private or corporate ownership and control had 
been a detriment. The question before us is one 
that cannot be readily adjusted; and it be­ 
hooves this Legislature to consider carefully its 
work. 
If present conditions be not interfered 
with, there will be tim e enough in the future in 
which to arrive at a proper understanding of 
the problem. 
Rentier s.¡id that vested rights are go-d enough 
as far as they go. But what made vested rights? 
The law made them, and ihe same power that 
made a bad law can make a belter one. He had 
no respect for vested rights that were oppressive 
and against the interests o f the people. The 
American colonies had vested rights once, and 
the Southern States had vested rights in their 
negroes, and what has become o f them ? The 
British landlords have their vested rights, but 
will they be m aintained in the face of that jus­ 
tice w hich the people o f Ireland demand ? Cal­ 
ifornia has no right to give to the few vested 
riglus that belong to the people. The present 
condition of things is leading toward the shot­ 
gun policy. 
In California there can bo little 
prosperity without irrigation. 
If the people of 
the southern counties are not given the water 
they require they wiil take ir. Two years ago it 
was said on this floor that wc had not had light 
enough on the problem: but the m en who op­ 
posed Irrigation tlien oppose it now. The enemy 
o f irrigation is a public enem y—not intention­ 
ally, perhaps, but still a public enemy. 
We owe 
it to our common country, and to our manhood, 
to give the people the use of the water.» for bene­ 
ficial purposes. 
Kellogg moved to take up Assembly messages. 
>peneer urged postponement of the matter un­ 
til tlie subject under consideration be disposed 
of. 
The motion was lost.

THE HILL AS IT STANDS.

The water oi alt natural streams 
within the State are hereby declared to be the 
property of the public and dedicated to the use 
of the people of the State.

water shall in any m anner affect the right of 
any riparian proprietor lor the use of so much 
of any natural body ot water flowing through, 
over or i*ljoining lands of any proprietor, as 
m aybe necessary for domestic use, watering 
stock and for irrigation where practicable; 
provided, that navigation in navigable streams 


shall net be impaired, and that nothing in this 
septum oh all be construed to impair any vested 
gbtSs 
Section 2. All Acts and parts of Acts in con­ 
flict with this Act are hereby repealed. 
Section 3. This Act shall take effect from 
aim after its passage. 


AM ENDING T H E CONSTITUTION. 
McClure moved to suspend the rules and 
take up out of order Assembly Concurrent 
Resolution No. 7, am ending Article IV. of the 
Constitution, relative to the construction of 
ditches a- ‘1 canals. [Jt adds to Section 25 of 
Article IV. the following]: 
** But nothing in this section shall prevent the 
Legislature from passing local or special laws 
regulating the diversion, distribution and use 
of water for irrigation or m ining purposes, and 
the construction o f canals, ditches aud other 
works therefor, as the same may be specially 
required, in any county or district created by­ 
law for that purpose.” 
Dei Valle m ace a strong appeal in behalf of 
the pfoposcd amendment, 
lie claim ed that if 
there are some counties not interested in irriga- 
ikm. those counties should- not deny toothers— 
in which the issue is a burning one—the right 
to regulate the matter in their own way. 
>l»encer contended that the effect of the 
amendment would be to go back to the old sys­ 
tem of special legislation, and was not In accord 
with the spirit of the day. 
McClure wanted to know what could be the 
danger o f subm itting a constitutional amend­ 
ment to the people ou the subject o f the use of 
water. 
In his opinion it wu> the only fair and 
proper thing todo. 
Why come back here next 
January and go all over this discussion, when 
the people c:»u settle the question th ern selvc^ i 
the com iug election ? What objection to allow ­ 
ing the whole people of the State to say whether 
or not the Legislature shall have authority to 
legislate specially on thi.- water question? * 
Chandler thought the Constitution too re.-tric- 
tive. 
As an upholder of vested rights, he was 
in favor o f allowing each county or section of 
the State to vote on this question according to 
tlicir own interests, and would favor the consid­ 
eration of this subject. 
Taylor opj>osed the taking up of the proposed 
.amendment. He was against the present Con- 
>titution. because it prohibited special legisla­ 
tion: still lie could not favor special legislation 
on special subjects only. 
Spencer renewed liis opposition to special 
legislation, which lit* said had nearly ruined 
the State. 
Knight spoke against taking up the bill out of 
order in preference to Semite Dills ou the file.

Concerning the question o f the adjournment 
o f the Legislature, this is its present status: 
The Assembly, at the forenoon session of yester­ 
day. passed and sent to the Senate a concurrent 
resolution providing for the adjournment of the 
Legislature until the 7th of September. At the 
afternoon session of the Senate the message of 
the Assembly was taken up. and a substitute for 
its concurrent resolution was passed, providing 
for an adjournment of the Legislature *//</ >n, at 
noon to day. 
A t its second afternoon session, 
the Assembly received this message o f the Sen­ 
ate and refused to concur in the substitute. 
No 
committee of conference was appointed. 
A 
motion to reconsider was noticed. 
Section 11 o f Art. V. o f the Constitution reads : 
“Iri case o f a disagreement between the two 
houses with respect to the tim e of adjournment, 
the Governor shall have power to adjourn the 
Legislature to such tim e as lie may think 
proj>cr: provided, it be not beyond the time 
fixed for the m eeting o f the next Legislature.” 
Evidently the words “ with respect to the time 
of adjournment” relates to any disagreement of 
the houses relative to a tim e o f final adjourn­ 
ment. In this case one house proposes a recess, 
and the other adjournment tnnc dir. 
Each disa­ 
grees w ith the other ou the several propositions, 
it is therefore a disagreement as to the time 
when the Legislature will finally adjourn. But 
tne*question w ill not probably reach a finality, 
so a> to authorize action bv the Governor, uutU 
ail legislative methods to agree have been ex ­ 
hausted. This is not vet the case: that is. a 
motion to reconsider the Assembly nonconcur- 
ronce is pending, and when that is disposed of 
there w ill probably be nam ed committees of 
conference. If the conference shall fail, then it 
m ay be said that legislative expedients have 
been exhausted to see ure agreement,whereupon 
the Governor may adjourn the Legislature to a 
tim e certain, a? is stated iu the section «noted, 
but not smc die. 
• 
At a late hour last night it was generallj* 
and with positiveness that I lie Gov­ 
ernor has his message prepared to adjourn the 
legislature until September 7:h. It is held, by 
the Democrats mainly, tlmt there is at present a 
disagreement, and that the prerogative o f the 
Governor imm ediately applies, so that he mav 
at oner dismiss the Houses, o n the oiher hand”, 
and with the force o f reason, the Republicans 
claim that the notice of a motion to r< consider 
suspends the disagreement, and that the cues­ 
tión on concurrence with the Senate, is, there­ 
fore. still an cpen one. It is believed that re­ 
consideration w ill be liad, and that concurrence 
to adjourn fine dir at noon to-day will follow, 
that the increased expense o f longer sitting 
may not be used as political capita! against the 
Republicans. For it is understood that this is 
especially the schem e of the Democrats, and 
henee their anxiety to bring about permanent 
disagreement between the Houses. Cut Repub­ 
licans were very outspoken last night in their 
declaration that they do not propose to have the 
odium of the expense of the extra session 
saddled on them, or any further cxpen-c, by ad­ 
journment to September 7th, used as a camp/aign 
argument against the party.

THE PETITION FOIt THE EXTR A 


LEGISLATIVE SESSION. 


A n d th e “ P le d g e ” A tta ch ed T h ere­ 
t o —N am es ol' le g is la to r s W h o 
S ig n ed th e D ocu m en t. 


F ollow ing is th e petition to the G overnor 
to call th e ex tra session, as to th e term s of 
w hich th ere has been so m uch speculation, 
together w ith th e reasons therefor, and the 
pledge m ade by th e signers to pass certain 
m e a su re s: 
To His Excellency líenrrje Otoueman, <!or- 
crm x o f Califuntia— S in : We, th e un d er­ 
signed S enators an d A ssem blym en, re­ 
spectfully request you to convene th e Leg­ 
islature in special session, for th e purpose 
of parsing certain hills an d m easures w hich 
w e herew ith subm it, relatin g to irrigation 
aud w ater rights. 
W hile we disclaim all 
intention o f controlling y o u r E xcellency's 
ju d g m en t, yet we beg to suggest th at the 
present crisis in th e question o f w ater 
rights, w hich vitally alrects th e im m ediate 
w elfare ot th e State, dem ands prom pt a t­ 
tention, and constitutes such a:i extraor­ 
dinary occasion as to w arran t the con­ 
vening of th e L egislature as we request. 
T h e S uprem e C qurt o f the S tate has re­ 
cently decided th a t (he rip arian ow ners 
along th e innavigable stream s are possessed 
of riparian rights, so called, as know n u n ­ 
der the i -'ium on law of E ngland, th a t they 
m ay obtain w rits o f injunction against per­ 
sons w ho m ay h av e appropriated flow ing 
w aters for irrigation under the provisions 
of th e Civil Code and u n d er th e au th o rity 
o f th e several A cts of Congress perm itting 
such appropriation from stream s on the 
public land. 
T he consequences w hich 
m ust inevitably follow th e enforcem ent of 
this legal doctrine are p ainful to co n tém ­ 
plalo. 
T h e existing appropriations o f w ater for 
irrigation are alm ost w ith o u t exception for 
th e benefit ol non-riparian ow ners, and of 
rip arian ow ners w hose right to irrigate de­ 
pends upon th eir appropriations under the 
Civil Code an d pre-existing custom ary law . 
Such diversions of w ater m ay, as we say, 
u n d er th e decision o f th e S uprem e Court, 
he enjoined at th e suit of low er riparian 
ow ners. 
M any such suits h av e heretofore 
been in stitu te d : w rits of injunction have 
been issued w hich have n o t been enforced 
pending tire consideration o f th e question 
by th e S uprem e Court, and, in a large n u m ­ 
ber of cases, have n o t been obeyed, al­ 
though attem p ts have been m ade to en ­ 
force them . 
B u t th e fact rem ain s th a t the 
C ourt h as so declared th e law th a t nearly 
every irrig atin g ditch and canal in the 
S tate m ay be closed by in ju n ctio n . 
T he m ere suspension o f irrigation for a 
single season w ould result in w holesale de­ 
struction o f m an y thousands o f hom es and 
oi m illions in value o f im proved and per­ 
m an en t property. 
T h e irrigators of the 
S tate now sta n d ’ in fear of th e im m ediate 
enforcem ent of the destructive policy as­ 
serted by th e m ajority o f th e S uprem e 
C ourt. 
A n attem pt to do so m ight, and 
m ost probably w ould, result in bloodshed 
in m any sections of th e State. 
F ree-born 
A m erican citizens w ill not look upon th e 
destruction o f th eir hom es and see th e re­ 
sults ot years of toil sw ept aw ay w ithout 
resistance. 
W e believe th a t th e ru le o f w ater rights 
in C alifornia as laid dow n by th e m inority 
of th e C ourt is, and ought to be, th e law of 
th e S tate. 
In com m on w ith th e m asses of 
the people, as show n by th e action o f sev­ 
eral C onventions, and by th e united voice 
o f th e public press, we have reached this 
conclusion, after deliberate consideration o f 
th e subject. 
In th e m o n th of M ay, 1884, a 
C onvention of those interested in th e water 
question m et at R iverside. T he m atter was 
there fully discussed. A gain, in D ecem ber, 
ISSf, a C onvention assem bled a t F resno, 
w hen th e m easures w hich we now propose 
w ere discussed an d form ulated. 
T he Leg­ 
islatu re m et. 
T hese 
m easures, am ong 
others, w ere introduced. 
T hey passed th e 
H ouse 
by 
a 
vote 
of 
51 
out 
of 
80. 
In 
th e 
S enate 
th ey 
secured a 
large 
m ajority, 
an d 
only 
failed 
for 
w ant of tim e. 
T hereupon th e public agita­ 
tion continued, and ou th e 20th of M ay of 
th is year a large an d representative body 
convened in San F rancisco. 
A gain these 
m easures were considered and unanim ously 
indorsed and proposed. 
T he m ovem ent 
has received th e earnest support o f th e 
w hole press.. T housands o f the host eili- 
zens have enrolled theraselvesin an organ­ 
ization to secure this reform in th e laws, 
necessary to the peace and prosperity of 
th e com m onw ealth. 
T h is organization is 
pledged to advocate th e adoption o f the 
p articular am endm ents and law s w hich we 
herew ith subm it, and it is s.ife to say th a t 
a vast m ajority o f th e people o f the State 
are in full sy m p ath y w ith the irrigation 
m ovem ent. 
F o r these reasons we u n ­ 
hesitatingly com m it ourselves to vote fur 
th e m easures w hich we append to this 
m em orial, w ith o u t am endm ent. 
T he first o f these is a constitutional 
am endm ent determ ining and fixing th e 
n atu re o f w ater rig h ts ; th e second is also 
a proposed constitutional am en d m en t regu­ 
lating th e use of w ater for irrigation ; the 
th ird is an A ct governing th e rig h t to ac­ 
q u ire th e use o f w ater by ap p ro p riatio n ; 
th e fourth is an Act to repeal Bcetion 1422 
of th e Civil Code. 
W e believe th a t th e E xecutive an d the 
legislative departm ents o f this State w ithout 
delay should exercise th eir pow er to the 
fullest extent in ascertaining and confirm ­ 
in g th e rig h t o f appropriation, and in re­ 
p udiating the riparian doctrine of w ater 
rights announced by the S uprem e Court. 
T he S tate a n d th e people cannot w ait. 
Before th e n e x t regular session of t lie Legis­ 
latu re in Ja n u a ry , thousands of citizens 
and th eir fam ilies m ay be ruined, and 
m illions o f property m ay he destroyed. 
In 
ou r ju d g m en t th e exigency is so great th at 
th e constitutional am en d m en t should be 
subm itted to th e people at a special elec­ 
tion, to be held in th e shortest tim e possible 
u n d er th e C onstitution. 
W e w ill vote for 
a bill providing (or such special election. 
W e now, therefore, 
respectfully 
m e­ 
m orialize yo u r E xcellency to convene th e 
L egislature in ex traordinary session to pass 
these m easures. 
W e fu rth er respectfully suggest th a t th e 
L egislature he requested in th e proclam a­ 
tion to consider suitable m easures looking 
in to th e reorganization o f th e Suprem e 
C ourt. 
It cannot be disputed th a t the best 
ju dgm ent of th e b ar o f this S tate and the 
g eneial opinion of th e people is th at th e 
C ourt should in som e w ay he reconstituted. 
T he salaries paid to th e Judges are too 
sm all, and yet th ey cannot be increased 
w hile the present incum bents hold otfice. 
W e su b m it th a t y o u r E xcellency m ight 
well include in yo u r proclam ation the gen­ 
eral subject o f changing th e organization 
and th e personnel o f th e S uprem e Court.

W 
HEREAS, THE LEGISLATURE OF THE 
State o f California, at its Twenty-sixth 
Session, beginning on the fifth day of January, 
A. D. eighteen hundred and eighty-five, two- 
thirds o f all the members elected to each of the 
two Houses of said Legislature voting in favor 
thereof, proposed the following am endm ent of 
Sections One, Eight, Ten and Eleven of Article 
Thirteen, of the Constitution of the State of 
California: 


A M E N D M E N T N U M B E R O N E . 


Section* 1. All property in the State, except 
railroads, not exem pt under the laws of the 
United States, shall be taxed in proportion to its 
value, to be ascertained os provided bv law. 
The word property, as used in this article and 
section, is hereby declared to include moneys, 
credits, bonds, slocks, dues, franchises am rlill 
other matters and things, real, personal and 
m ixed, capable o f private ownership; provided, 
that growing crops, property used exclusively 
for public schools, and such us may belong to 
the United .States, this State, or any county or 
municipal corporation w ithin this State, shall 
he exem pt from taxation. Growing vines ami 
fruit trees shall be deem ed to be and shall be 
assessed and taxed as a part of the realty; and, 
provid'd furtfur, that railroads sluiil be taxed as 
provided iu .-Section Ten ot this article: and, 
provided furlhfT, that the Legislature may pro 
vide for the exem ption from taxation o f snips 
and vessels owned and registered or enrolled in 
this ctate, or may tux such ships and vessels ou 
their gross or net earnings, in lieu oi an ad val­ 
orem tax. The Legislature may also provide, 
except in case of credits secured by mortgage 
or trust deed, for a deduction from credits <*f 
debts due to bona fide zesldentaarf this bi&'.e. 
Double taxation in any form is prohibited. 


Sbc. 8. The Legislature shall, by law, require 
each taxpayer in this 8tate to make and deliver 
to tiie County Assessor, annually, a statement 
under oatli, setting forth specifically all prop­ 
erty, real and personal, except railroad property, 
as defined in Section Ten of this article, owned 
oy such taxpayer, or iu his possession or under 
his control, at tw elve o’clock m eiidian. on the 
first Monday iu March. 


S ec. 10. All property, except railroad prop­ 
erty, as hereinafter provided, shall I e assessed 
in the county, city, city aud county, town, tow n­ 
ship, or district iu w hich it is situated, in the 
manner provided by law. 
Every corporation 
and person owning or operating a railroad, or 
any portion thereof, in this State, shall, on or 
before the first day o f July of each year, pay to 
the State Treasurer an annual tax oi two an*l 
a half per cent upon the gross earnings, earned 
within this State, of such railroad, for the year 
ending upon the thirty-first day of December 
next preceding, w hich tax shall be in lieu of 
all other State and county taxes upon the fran­ 
chise, business, right of wray, roadway, roadbed, 
rails, rolling stock, fences, stations an-1 their 
appurtenance?, aud upon ferryboats, when op­ 
erated as a part of sticn railroad, and upon the 
shares of the capital stock, and upon the mort­ 
g a g e s, deeds of trust, contracts or other obliga­ 
tion by which a debt is secured upon ?uch prop­ 
erty. All other properly belonging to such cor­ 
poration or person snail be assessed and taxed 
as other property is assessed end taxed 
The 
gross annual earnings earned during the year 
ending on the thirty-first day oi December last 
preceding, of all railroads, shall be, annually, 
before the first day o f May thereafter, ascertained 
and declared by the State Board o f Equalization, 
under such rules and regulations as may be pre­ 
scribed by said Board; provided, however, that 
the Legislature may at any tim e pass laws pre­ 
scribing said rules and regulations. In all cases 
where railroads arc situated partly within this 
State aud partly without this fctate. the gro?s an ­ 
nual earnings thereof shall be ascertained and 
determined by ta k in g ; 


Fir#- The grow earnings which, during the 
year last preceding, have been earned wholly 
w ithin this State. 


Seconfl—The gross earnings w hich, during the 
same year, have been earned partly within this 
State and partly without this State, which shall 
be ascertained by apportioning such earninga 
between this State ana other States or Territo­ 
ries, in the proportion w hich the number of 
m iles of such railroad situated in this State, and 
used ia making such earnings, bears to 4*he 
w hole number o f m iles thereof, by the use of 
wl. ich such earnings have been made. The pro­ 
portion of interstate earnings thus ascertained 


shall l»e added to the earnings m ade wholly 
w ithin the State, and the total thus obtained 
shall be taken and deemed to be the gross earn­ 
ings of such railroads for ail purpose s of assess­ 
m ent and taxation. For every purpose «o this 
section, except for the purpose o f ascertaining 
the proportion of interstate earnings to be added 
to the earnings m ade w holly within this State, 
all railroads operated as cue system shall be 
treated as one road. One-third oí the tax paid 
by corporations or persons ow ning or operating 
railroads under the provisions oi this section 
shall become part of the General 8 tmd o f this 
State, and two thir Is thereof shall be paid to 
the county or counties in w hich sai«l railroad is 
situated, m proportion to the length of the r.ul- 
road operated in the several comities. For the 
purposes of this section a consolidated city and 
county shall be treated as a county. Any corpo­ 
ration, association, partnership, person or per­ 
sons, unlawfully failing or refusing to j ay tho 
tax herein provided, when the saíne snhll be­ 
come due. or w ithin thirty days thereafter, shall 
be deemed to have waived their righr to operate 
their raiIro:i»!s within this State. The taxes 
herein provided for, together wit h such penalties 
as the 1 egisl&ture may impose for the non pay­ 
ment thereof, «-hall be a lien upon the property 
hereinbefore in this section designated, and muy 
be enforced in such manner as the Legislature 
may by law prescribe. All railroads, to far as 
the same are situated within the boundaries of 
any common school district, shall be subject to 
an ad valorem tax for school purposes voted by 
the electors ol the district, at a special election 
held for that purpose, the same as other prop­ 
erty situated w ithin the district, anything iu 
this article to the contrary notwithstanding. 
And all railroads, as fur as they are situated 
w ithin the boundaries of any incorporated city 
or town, shall be subject to au ad valorem tax 
for m unicipal purposes the same as other prop­ 
erty situated therein, anything in this article to 
the contra ry notw itlistaiidiug. 


Sf.c. 11. Income taxes may be assessed and 
collected from persons, corporations, joint stock 
associations or companies, resilient or doing 
business in this State, or any one o / more of 
them , in such cases anil amounts and in such 
manner as shnll he prf scribed by law. ho Court 
within this State shall have power, by injunc 
tion or otherwise, to interfere w ith, hinder or 
d?lay the collection of any tax laid under tho 
form of law, except upon a showing that tho 
same property has been taxed more than once 
for the same purpose in the same year, r.nd then 
on!» upon paym ent to the Tax Collector, orin tc 
Court, oi a sum equal to the amount of one of 
the taxes so laid upon the property in question; 
provided, that In ail cases Hdiuns m ay be m ain­ 
tained against the Tax Collect »r to recover il­ 
legal taxes paid under protest. All such actions 
must be commenced w ithin thirty days after 
such illegal taxes have been paid. It shall bo 
the duty of the Courts In which such actions 
may be brought, to try them , upon the request 
o f either party, in advance of all other civil ac­ 
tions, anu Mien taxes so paid under protest shall 
be retained by the Tax Collector, or such other 
officer as the Legislature may designate, until 
such actions shall have been finally decided. 


SCH EDULE. 


No*hing In this amendment shall affect any 
assessment or tux heretofore made or levied, or 
interest thereon, or any penalty heretofore in­ 
curred, or any action or right of action on ac- 
ceou n tof any such assessment, tax, interest or 
penalty; and all laws iu force nt the ad op* ion of 
this amendment, not inconsistent therewith, 
shall remain iu full force and effect until altered 
or repealed by the Legislature. The first levy 
and paym ent of taxes against railroad property 
hereunder, shall be made in the year eighteen 
hundred and eighty-six, and shall be upon the 
gross earnings, 
be ascertained as herein pro­ 
vided, for the entire year o f eighteen hundred 
and eighty-five. Taxation f«r the fiscal year 
ending Jane thirtieth, eighteen hundred and 
eighty five, is not affected by this amendment.

The am endm ent ¡3 designated "A m endm ent 
Number One,” and the bai.lots used at such 
election m ast contain the words, “ FOR THE 
AMENDMENT Number One,” and the words, 
"AGAINST THE AMENDMENT Number One,” 
written or printed thereon. 


And I do hereby offer a reward of one hundred 
dollars for the arrest and convietion of any and 
every person violating any of the provisions o 
Title IV., Part 1, of the Pena!

man and a good cash customer of Mr. 
Spieker. The latter was glad to meet his 
valued country patron and extended all 
the courtesies possible. The alleged country 
merchant wined ami dined to rather an in­ 
ordinate extent, but laul his seeming over­ 
indulgence to the fact that he came to the 
city but once in a great while, and iliat 
when he did he wanted to have a good 
time. He priced goods, asked about dis­ 
count for cash on large quantities and in­ 
timated that he intended laying in a 
large and varied stock. All these state­ 
ments added new interest to the short ac­ 
quaintance, 
and 
Mr. 
Spieker left the 
soda fountain 
to treat his 
friend to 
that which is more 
substantial, and 
the man from 
the mountains reveled 
in the dryest Munim and the most fragrant 
Havanas. The man from the mountains 
did not fail to state, confidentially, of 
course, that he had deposited with Wells, 
Fargo At Co., in tliis city, a large amount of 
gold dust. The dust had been forwarded 
to the Mint and some three days would 
elapse ere he would get returns. 
He saw 
and admired a beautiful solitaire diamond 
pin on tiie shirt front of the druggist. 
He 
was struck with ita brilliancy, told the 
dealer in herbs so, asked the value, and 
proposed its purchase. 
A bargain was 
struck, and the shining jewel was trans­ 
ferred to his immaculate linen bosom. The 
purchase price, it was understood of course, 
was to be paid out of the expected returns 
from his bullion shipment. 
The country 
merchant disappeared as 
suddenly as

th is: Yesterday Mr. Spieker received a tel­ 
egram from the only simon pure John 
Wagner, of Merrimac. Ke said lie had not 
been out of Butte county for a very long 
time, and did not contemplate taking a 
vacation this season. 
He also stated that

the shooting in Chinatown, B. W. Cav­ 
anaugh saw Gait in the act of throwing a 
rock at officer Sullivan, and caught his 
arm. 
The direction of the rock was 
changed in such a manner that it hit Cav­ 
anaugh's head, inflicting a cut, and then 
passed through a window. 
It was for 
breaking the glass that Gait was arrested 
for malicious mischief.

In the afternoon the case of John Con­ 
ley, charged with burglary in entering the 
Empire Market and endeavoring to rob the 
till, was taken up.

C U R TIS t¿ C LU N IL'S F E E . 


A L o n g -stan d in g V exation o f th e City 
s e ttle d l>y th e S uprem e C ourt. 
The case of Curtis & Clunie against the 
city of Sacramento to collect a fee fur de­ 
fending the city against what is known as 
the ” Hoagiand claims,” which were for 
damages alleged to have been occasioned 
by the straightening of the American river 
channel, has been decided by the Supreme 
Court in favor of the coy. The demands 
were all barred by limitation, hut the Legis­ 
lature of 1870 by an Act authorized Hoag­ 
iand and six others to institute suits lor 
some §80,000 notwithstanding the bar of 
limitations, (.’reed Haymond was employed 
by the city to defend t lie suits. Subse­ 
quently Curtis A Clunie were retained. 
Each party received $-500 retainer. The 
suits were argued upon demurrer, and de­ 
murrer sustained bv both the Superior and 
Supreme Courts. Creed Haymond was pa d 
$2,500 additional fees, and Curtis A Ciunie 
demanded $10,000. On December 21, 1877, 
the demand was rejected by the Trustees. 
An arbitration was then agreed upon be­ 
tween Mavor Turner and Curtis & Cltinie. 
Kob’t Hamilton and Ham. C. Harrison were 
appointed arbitrators, and not agreeing, 
Fred. Cox was called in as the third 
arbitrator. 
These arbitrators _ met and 
awarded $0,000 to Curtis it Clunie. When 
a demand was made upon the Trustees for 
the $0,G00, City Attorney W. A. Anderson 
and A. P. Catlin advised the Trustees not 
to pay the award. Suit was commenced 
on the award and tried before the late 
Judge II. C. Clark, the plaintiffs being rep­ 
resented by Freeman A Bates, and the de­ 
fense by W. A. Anderson and A. P. Catlin. 
It was in this case that the proposition was 
first raised, that the common law rule re­ 
garding arbitrations does not obtain in this 
State, Air. Anderson first presenting the 
proposition. Judgment was rendered fur 
the city. 
Plaintiffs appealed to the .Su­ 
preme Court, wherein the judgment was 
affirmed. 
W hile the appeal was pending, 
Curtis & Ciunie filed another complaint, 
ignoring the award, and asking $10.000 on 
a quantum meruit. A demurrer was inter­ 
posed but overruled. 
Defendant then an­ 
swered, setting up the statute of ¡imita­ 
tions, aud also pleading in bar the former 
suit on award. The case was tried before 
Judge McFarland. Freeman A Bates for 
plaintiffs, and A. P. < atlin and W. A. An­ 
derson for the defense. At the trial a num­ 
ber of noted lawyers were called us wit­ 
nesses to establish a large fee. Judge McFar­ 
land decided against the plaintiffs, who 
again appealed to the Supreme Court. The 
Supreme Court used the exact language of 
Judge 
McFarland, saying: 
“ We agree 
with the learned Judge below. The argu­ 
ment to arbitrate does not contain any suuh 
acknowledgment o f a pre-existing debt as 
will support a general implied promise to 
pay it.’ 
‘‘When there is a written ac­ 
knowledgment ol a debt, not coupled wit! 
anv promise, the law will imply a general 
promise to pay; but when the acknowledg­ 
ment is accompanied by a particular prom­ 
ise, the law will imply none other. 
■ 
- 
It cannot therefore he construed to 
be a new or continuing contract to pay 
upo >. a former obligation." 
The opinion 
of the Court is by McKinstry, concurred in 
by Boss and Myrick.

T h e A m erican E xhibition in L ondon. 
The following communication has been 
received by Jesse 1). Carr, President of the 
State Board of Agriculture, from Burnet 
Laudreth, Director in the United States for 
the American Exhibition in London, which 
opens on the 2d of next May, and closes 
October 31st: 
“May I take the liberty of calling your 
attention to the subject of the American 
Exhibition, to be held in London next 
summer, and suggest that if it be consid­ 
ered desirable by you that the agricultural 
products of your State he shown in Lon­ 
don with a view of developing the foreign 
demand for the same, and with a view of 
attracting the attention of intending emi­ 
grants to your State, that it is now the 
proper time to take steps, during the con­ 
tinuance of the county agricultural fairs, to 
make collective exhibits of cereals and 
fibres. 
No doubt a handsome display 
could he gathered together in this way, and 
one which would serve a most admirable 
purpose, as indicated, 
o f course we state 
display — should one he m ade— would 
properly include products of the mine and 
forest, as well as those of the farm. 
If this 
subject meets your approval I will he glad 
to correspond with you further.” 
The Slate Agricultural Society proposes 
to make up, from the county exhibits of 
the State Fair, an exhibit for the London 
Exfybition, and to this end, as well as for 
the purposes of the Stale exhibition, it is 
hoped that the counties will make a very 
creditable display.

Republicans generally concede their nom i­ 
nee for this ollice should come from out­ 
side Los Angeles.

Arizona. 
A i.b lo leru c e. A ugust 19th.—The Dem­ 
ocrat this m orning publishes a very earnest 
petition that has been forwarded to the 
President, by Governor Ross, signed by all 
the Federal officers at Santa Fe, urging tlie 
adoption of the plan of General Miles for 
the removal of tlie Apaches and W arm 
Springs band of Cbiricahua Indians from 
Arizona. The latter urges that no peace is 
possible between these bands and the white 
people so long as they are perm itted to re­ 
main on their present reservation, or in 
Arizona, and that perm anent peace is there­ 
fore impossible until they are removed to 
some region devoid of m ountain fastnesses, 
where they can be held in subjection. It 
is understood that some action will be 
taken by the officials of Arizona, and it is 
hoped that the combined action thus taken 
will have due weight with the President, 
and perm anent security against further In ­ 
dian raids thus secured.
